Congressional Notes. 


\YASIMNOTOX, February 27. — In the 


house this morning, Pence of Colorado 
rose for a personal explanation and had 
read a letter humbly apoloyi/.hig fur his 
remarks last evening referring to Ilainer 
of Nebraska, whom be characterized as 
being "fuller of whiskers than ideas.'1 
Pence said he had spoken in the heat of 
debate following the charge that he had 
said he desired the Bland bill defeated. 
Failing on a quorum on the Bland seign- 
orage bill the house proceeded to debate 
without limit. 


The house committee on judiciary de- 


cided to make a favorable report on the 
hill giving the clerks of the circuit 
courts oi California and Nevada twice 
the compensation now allowed and re- 
tain fees to the amount of $7000. 


Bryant (Dem.) of .Nebraska today in- 


troduced in the house a bill to amend 
the revised statutes, so as to permit iu 
civil cases a verdict of three-fourths of 
the jurors to stand as the verdict of the 
jury, and such verdict to have the same 
force and effect as a unanimous verdict.

railroad or ollicers of any labor organi- 
zation.

The 
hill proposed to appropriate $30,000, but 
the committee decided to raise the sum 
to H?,000, with a proviso that the 
wrecking company receive not more 
than $10,000 if the attempt is a failure. 
Secretary Herbert urged immediate ac- 
tion on the bill, but Bland demanded 
that the silver debate proceed, adding 
that the Kearsargo rescue and other 
projects will have to wait until the sil- 
ver bill is disposed of.

XEW YOEK, February 27.—The court 


of inquiry ordered to investigate the 
wreck of the Kearsarge reconvened in 
Lhe court martial room of the Brooklyn 
navy yard today. There was one extra- 
ordinary scene to mark the day's pro- 
ceedings. 
Captain Heyerman broke 


down while telling the story of the 
wreck, and the court room was cleared 
until he could control his emotions. 
After stating in reply to the judge advo- 
:ate that the reports printed in the pub- 
lic press were substantially correct, 
Heyerman was asked if he had saved 
any of the ship's records, particularly 
the "rough" and "smooth 
log books. 


"I made two attempts," said he, "after 
the vessel struck to save the log books, 
as well as the night order book, know- 
ing 
that they

knew would follow. 


I was, however, only able to save my 
life." Heyprman, answering

Advocate .Kelley's questions, said lie had 
been in the navy since 1851, and had 
commanded the Yantic, Kcavsarge and 
Pensacola. There was, according to 
Heyerman, an interval of only two min- 
utes at most between sighting white 
water and the Bhock of striking on 
the reef. The romninnder told how the 
Kearsarge was abandoned after seeing 
she was doomed, and also described the 
manner in which Seaman Anderson 
Robbing lost his life while trying to 
wr.de from tbe outer reef to the main 
keg.

CLEVELAND'S PRAYEU ANSWERED 


The Uncertainty Existing: iu Hawaii 


Due to the Course of 


Willis. 


WASHINGTON, February 2S. —In the 


senate today Frye read the letter of. 
President Cleveland to President Dole, 
ending with the words "May God have 
your excellency in his wise keecpmg." 


"Mr. President," said he impressive- 


ly, "I believe God heard that prayer of 
President Cleveland and answered it. 
The magnilicent courage of that little 
band of white men which enabled them, 
confronted by the whole power of the 
United States represented in that har- 
bor, enabled them to say linnly, with 
dignity, 'we will never surrender.' Such 
courage could only have been divinely 
inspired." Frye dwelt at some length 
on the state of uncertainty and appre- 
hension existing in Hawaii owing to 
the ciurse of Minister Willis in regard 
to his intention to use or not use force. 
Referring to Willis' speech, welcoming 
Hawaii into the family of nations, Frye 
said while he was uttering these words 
of friendship and good will he carried 
in his pocket instructions to destroy 
forever that government which lie was 
so effusively 
welcoming. 
"Are 
you 


proud of that," he asked. "Think of 
it; directed by the President of 05,000,- 
000 people, of a country probably the 
most powerful oiitlmeartb, his minister 
contriving, scheming and assiduously 
working night and day to restore the 
rotten monarchy."

Among a host of 
rumors the general opinion ia that Glad- 
stone either resigned or will shortly do 
so. The Associated Press was subse- 
quently assured by Gladstone's private 
secretary that the premier had not re- 
signed and the situation was unchanged.

ITS USE AS JIONKY ADVOCATED 


Foreign Nations Will Bft Comjiellei 


to .loiu the United States 


for Btmetalisui. 


TUINWAI), Col., February 28.—Kx- 


1'resident Harrison was met at thi 
depot by n committee headed by tho 
mayor and fully 2000 people. After be- 
ing serenaded by the band, Harrison 
waa introduced to the crowd and di 
livered a speech. The ex-President ex- 
pressed his gratification at the reception 
he received "as a private citizen \vhope 
occupation juet now was that of a school 
teacher." 
After discussing the tariff 


issue Harrison paid: "You had another 
interest out here which you asserted 
with a good deal of vehemence and di 
termination, and that is the silver ques- 
tion. Now, 1 say to you today what 1 
said when I was President and what I 
always believed, that larger use of silver 
for money and for the coinage of silver 
upon a basis to be agreed upon that 
should maintain its parity with gold it 
nood for tbe whole world. I do not be- 
lieve we could run free coinage- our- 
selves while European governments are 
pursuing the policy they have with silver, 
but my fellow citizens, there are clear 
indications now in England and in Ger- 
many that they arc feeling the effects of 
the scarcity of gold and its prostrating 
effects upon their industries. 1 believe 
these two great countries are nearer 
right today than they have been for the 
last twenty years. All are considering 
favorably the question of a larger and 
freer USD of silver as a money metal and 
bimetallism has gained strength in Eng- 
land. I think these countries will come 
to the nest silver conference with a 
greater readiness than in any recent 
years and will agree with us upon a 
basis for the larger use of silver as 
money. 1 would have been glad if this 
could have been accomplished while 
I was in 
Washington. 
I 
would 


rather have signaled my administration 
by that act than by any other I know 
of. [Cheers.] I thank you for listen- 
inn to this speech I did not intend to 
make. Possibly I may be sorrv for 
having made it.

Ex-Governor Downey Dead. 


Los ANGELK&, March 1.—Ex,Governor 


John G. Downey died today at noon 
after un illness of three days. His 
death took everybody by surprise, as 
but few were aware of his sickness 
Last Sunday evening he was taken with 
a cold which resulted hi pneumonia 
He waa 67 years of age. His secom 
wife died about one year ago. 


Ex-Governor Downey who died at 


Los Angeles was a native of Ireland. He 
came to California in 1844 with $10 in 
his pocket. After a varied experience 
lie opened at Los Angeles, in 1850, whal 
then was the only drug store in the state 
south of San Francisco. Here he accu- 
mulated $30,000 within three years. Ht 
then engaged in stock, raising and real 
estate operations, accumulating a hand- 
eome fortune, subsequently purchasing 
land hi the vicinity of Downey, Wil- 
mington, Sari Pedro and elsewhere, ag- 
gregating 25,000 acres. 
He made a 


good record as governor. 


In the election of 1859 Milton S 


Latham waa elected governor and Johi 
G. Downey was elected lieutenant gov- 
ernor of California. Shortly afterwardL 
United States Senator Broderick was 
killed by David S. Terry, and the legis 
lature in joint session elected Governor 
Latham to fill the position Ifft vacanl 
by the death of Broderick, thus consti- 
tuting John G. Downey the seventh gov 
ernor of. California. He took his seat 
on January 14, I860. Governor Downej 
made himself famous in the same year 
by vetoing the notorious Parson's bulk- 
head bill, which had passed both bouses 
and was intended to rob the city of San 
Francisco.

Tne Golden Ilule Bazaar is 
large store conducted by Davis Brothers 
and is devoted to the =a!e of toys an 
notions, of which it carries an immcns 
stock. The building is owned by th 
Blythe estate, and is a two-slury brie 
structure covering a largeareaof ground 
The loss promises to be heavy. A gen 
eral alarm has just been turned in. 


At 8.50 the fire is gaining great head 


way and a third alarm has been sound 
ed, bringing all the onutnes in the citj 
to the scene. The Golden Rule Eazaa 
will be a total loss. Tne exact value o 
the stock carried is not known, but i 
will run into thousands of dollars. The 
building is an old wooden one with a 
brick front, and the Ptock is of an ex 
ceedingly inflammable nature. 
All thi 


buildings on that block are owned h;, 
tbe Blythe estate, and they are ai 
wooden ones occupied by retail stores 
There is a brisk wind blowing, aud the 
firemen are having hard work to keel 
the flames from spreading. 


SAN FRANCIS™, Feb. 26.—S.50.—By tin 


lively work of the whole department thi 
fire was kept from spreading, but the 
Golden Rule Bazaar is still burning 
fiercely. The. roof has fallen in and the 
Geary street wall is tottering. 
The 


Market street wall ia still standing. Thi 
building and contents are a total loss. 


At midaigh*,, when the flames were at 


last extinguished, only the bare walla ol 
the Golden Rule bazaar are standing. 
The contents and interior of tbe build- 
ing is a mass of charred cinders' wel 
wiih tong of water poured on to them 
by every engine in the city. A portion 
of the east wall fell and crushed two ad- 
joining one-story frame buildings. On 
the west side another frame building 
was burned, and with these exceptions, 
the losses are confined to Davis Bros. 
The fire was the hottest the firemen 
have had to fight in a long time, 
and one only quick and effective work 
prevented 
spreading 
farther. 
The 


brisk wind carried Hiowcrs of sparks 
into the sky, and fo_r blocks around men 
>n roofs of buildings were forced to 
Irench the roofs to extinguish them. 
The origin of the fire is unknown, ex- 
cept that it caught near the engine 
•oom. The stock carried by the Golden 
Xulo Bazaar consisted of toys, notions, 
ewelry, leather goods, crockery, gluss- 
vare and almost everything else in the 
wa yof trinkets and novelties. The loss 
a rouphly estimated at from $250,000 to 
$300,000. The stock was insured for 
-75,000.

W. W. Phillips, who lias been in con- 


ference with the committee and of great 
assistance especially with regard to the 
financial matters pertaining to thu plan, 
was called on to express his views on the 
situation and went over the ground 
clearly and succinctly. 


The dried fruit industry was not the 


only one in a distresslul condition, as 
60,000,000 bushels of wheat wero car- 
ried over from last season aud the sur- 
plus of the present season bids fair to 
be in excess of that. He considered the 
plan proposed by the committee as ex- 
cellent iu every respect, especially that 
portion from the Johnson plan wiili re- 
gard to a rising scale of prices. 


The exchange should offer a half mil- 


linn boxes of raisins to the eastern trade 
at a stated price and guarantee that the 
next half million would be at an ad- 
vance and so on, in order to do away 
with the.present hand to mouth system 
of purchasing, which the Eastern whole- 
sale and commission men have been 
compelled to adopt on account of the 
present system of glutting the market 
and slaughtering prices. 


Another point that met his approval 


was tlie fact that the exchange would be 
able to secure better freight rates which 
of itself would be sufficient inducement 
for growers to enter into and maintain 
the compact even if no other advantage 
waa gained. Beans and canned 
fruit 


now have a rate of $GO per carload to 
eastern points, while raisins are com- 
pelled to pay $240. A reduction of the 
rate one ualf would, mean a great deal to 
the raisin growers of this valley. His 
remarks were well received. The con- 
vention then took a recess of a half hour 
for dinner. 


APTP.HN'OOV SESSION. 


The report of the committee was then 


taken up, item by item, for discussion. 
Frank Kowell acted as chief spokesman 
for the committee and was assisted by 
John S. Dore, Carroll Ghent, W. W. 
Phillips and the chairman in answering 
questions and explaining the purpose 
and intent of the several recommenda- 
tions. 


Mr. Adams was called on to state the 


attitude of the State Exchange in the 
matter and stated that it was the pro- 
vince and purpose,, not only to act in 
harmony, but to bring out aud secure 
harmonious action ou the part of all 
the subordinate organizations and in- 
terests auxiliary to the State Exchange. 


The lirst, second and third items were

The trials of Grecian currant growers 


of late \eflrs have lieen many and more 
.r less "severe. Not the least of the ob- 
stacles airainst which they have hail to 
contend "is a steady depreciation in tlie 
value of the goods in nearly all markets 
if the world, without a compensating 
eiuuru in the shape of any considerable 
ncrease iu the volume uf sales. 


As a means of bringing about a change 


or tne better, the government has been 
isked to render material assistance, and 
i committee was 
appointed by 
the 


thamber of deputies to study the niar- 
;et conr.it.ion and siijrgest a remedy for 
ameliorating the unfavorable influences 
oaiplained of. 
This committee, we 


earn from advices at hand this week, 
mve submitter! -i report recommending 
hat "the government should endeavor 
o obtain reciprocity treaties from coun- 
ries where currants pay a heavy import 
luty. Also that a certain portion oi the 
iresent export tax should be retained 
oward a fund for introduction and dis- 
ributipn of currants nt cheap prices iu 
•ountries where the article is at present 
ilmost unknown; that an agricultural 
>ank, with certain privileges accorded 
o it, should be founded in order to ad- 
•ante to currant growers strains t mort- 
gage, at a moderate rate of inter- 
:st, and thus keep them out of the 
lands of iin=-.Tiipn!ous persons; and, 
iiially, the committee recommends that 
arly'in August oi each year the govern- 
iimt should obtain from ail parts an 
ixnet estiuiaic ol crop, and then retain 
1:1 exportation such a percentage as 
could bring the amount exported for 
•a ting purposes to the average annual 
onsiiuiptiou of the world for the pre- 
ediuiz live years; the amount retained 
o be turned into pulp or otherwise ren- 
.ered useless for eating purposes and 
old by the government to distillers and 
viueuiukere." These propositions are 
novel and so modest in their general 
mrport that they deserve a careful 
econd reading. They outclass the de- 
iiands or requests of American Popu- 
ists for paternal assistance. That the 
narket price might be affected in Euro- 
iean and American markets should any 
uch propositions as those outlined be 
seriously considered by the government 
officials is not 
improbable. A very 


jrouiinent Patras merchant, in a recent 
circular, expresses the opinion that the 
majority, if not all the propositions, will 
,ic acted upon, anr. that there is some- 
,hing more than a bare chance of the 
llut of currants being relieved m some 
degree. 


In this connection the following Etatis- 


;ics from the California Fruit Grower 
are pertinent: 


For the year 1893 there were imported 


39,!?95)179 pounds of Zante currants into 
.he United States, valued at $377,622. 
!n 1892, the imports amounted to 32,- 
137,138 pounds, valued at $1.093,218. 
The crop of 1893 is estimated at tlie 
enormous quantity of 150,000 to 160,000 
tons. This seedless dried grape or cur- 
rant of commerce is admitted free of 
duty. From the above figures it will be 
seen that the 3'early importations are 
equal to about one-half the present out- 
put of raising in California. Tlie pres- 
ent selling price in New York is !?£ cents 
per pound in barrels as received from 
"Greece. 


If the producers of Zante currants ob- 


tain in addition to their advantage of 
very cheap labor and water transporta- 
tion the government aid which they are 
seeking, the demand for a duty- to pro- 
tect the raisin growers of California be- 
comes simply imperative. The plain, 
uiicontrovertable fact is that there i: 
absolutely no reason founded on justice 
or common sense for a reduction of dut; 
on raisins, while there is abundant rea- 
ion both from the revenue and protec- 
tive standpoint for a duty on the Zante 
dried grapes. 


PRESIDENT CLEVELAND has informed a

Ordinary people, aa 
a matter of coarse, are spared the an 
noyance of which Mr, Cleveland com 
plains, and a few cancers in tbe mouth 
even of some of our congressmen wouh 
not create much excitement, butsogrea 
a man aa President Cleveland cannotex 
pect that his health will not be a sub 
ject of general anxiety so long as th 
fate of the nation is hanging upon him 


TrtE way in which the raisin associa 


tion can be made a success ia by the co- 
operation of practically all the growers 
This fact must not be lost eight of. If 
25 per cent of the growers remain on 
the outside their competition will be 
sufficient to destroy the usefulness of 
the association. The grower who stays 
out now because he would rather fee 
others pay tbe necessary expense of try- 
ing what he considers to be an experi- 
ment, is the person who endangers the 
success of an enterprise which promises 
to accomplish a great deal for an indus- 
try which must have relief from the sys- 
tem now in vogue. It ib to be hoped 
that there are few indeed who will *look

The oliicers went to tbe second story 


of LCD Chuey's house unobserved. Then 
they descended by a different flight of 
stairs, and aftur goiug through u iiarmw 
passage went down another flight into 
the cellar. Mathcson,Henry and Rapelje 
raided tbe (den while the other oflieenj 
guarded even- avenue of escape. 


The Chinese were completely sur- 


prised wiicn the oflicers burst in upon 
them, and only one or two of them were 
Eutlicieutly self-possessed to attempt to 
escape. They quickly learned tbe use- 
lessness of the attempt, however. There 
were ten Chinamen in the room and 
nearly all of them were smoking opium. 
The place is a typical den, with bunks 
and all the furniture and paraphernalia 
common to such places. 


The Chinamen were marched to jail 


and will be brought into court today. 
The ollicers secured nine opium layouts 
and tire cans of the drug. The raid 
caused great excitement among the 
Chinese and a crowd of jabbering celes- 
tials gathered to see their fellow coun- 
trymen marched to jail 


The oflicers are planning their raids 


with great secrecy and mean to keep up 
the work until they have closed every 
opium den, gambling hell and lottery 
otlice in Chinatown. The raid last right 
was entirely unexpected and the Chinese 
are now beginning to understand that 
the officers are in earnest. 


The constables and .Marshal Morgan 


met a week or so ago and decided to en- 
ter upon a campaign against the bad 
characters on this and the other side of 
the track and they are carrying out 
their plans with energy. The white 
gamblers will no doubt receive due at- 
tention whr.n a good opportunity occurs.

CROPS BETWEEN TREES. 


Some Kinds of Crops More Injur- 


ious Than Others. 
From theTular* Register. 


It does seem to a novice in horticult- 


ure that the spaces between young trees 
when first planted in orchard form can 
be utilized in the production of some 
kind of short crop thnt will pay part of 
the expenses of building up his orchard 
until such time as it will bear fruit. 


The writer ronfcs?es that he lalxwed 


under the same impression for a num- 
ber of years, but during the laat four 
years baa made some practical experi- 
ments and the results with various 
crops are herein set forth for the infor- 
mation of your readers who may be or 
contemplate growing an orchard: 


Potatoes, one crop, does no percepti- 


ble injury to the trees. Beans are very 
injurious, seeming in some way to poison 
the trees. More deaths occurred among 
the trees planted with beans between 
the rows than any other vegetable. 


Watermelons stunt the trees very

FATTENING HOGS. 


The Method Pursued by a Kern 


County Man. 


From UieBukersfiGtd railfomIan, 


At Button Willow y. W. Wible is hav- 


ing bogs fattened on a large scale. Just 
now there are 2000 of them in the pens, 
and each one ia gaining about two 
pounds in weight every day. They are 
fed upon Egyptian corn, which is pre- 
pared for them in the following manner; 


Huge tanks have been constructed, 


each holding eighty sacks of Egyptian 
corn. A number of finely perforated 
pipes run lengthwise through these 
tanks, and when tho charge of corn is 
put in steam is turned into the pipes. 
The tanks are charged about noon each 
day and the steam is kept un until the 
nest morning. When taken out the 
corn looks for all the world as if it had 
been popped and is said to be exceed- 
ingly delicious to tbe human paiat«. 
This steamed corn is then mixed with 
water to form a pasty consistence and 
fed freely. 
' 


The troughs from which the hogs eat 


are kept scrupulously clean. 
Once a 


week the feed is sailed n little, find oc- 
casionally wood nshes ure mixed with 
it. The feed averages from live to six 
pounds of steamed corn daily per hog.

''The work kept us longer than I ex- 


)«vU'd it would, Imt 1 Mieve \vt- shall 
iini-h it in a wi-ck," «:iii] Air. Nii-lmls 
la^t t-vening. "Wi-are nirtkiii-' a thor- 
ough inspection of the city and are 
fining our utmost to give the city a fair 
rating. We an- imw examining the ter- 
ritory where the new hydrants, aug- 
gtsU-d by the union, have bci-n put in, 
which lias taken considerable ul our 
time, us ihere are quite ;i number of 
them. 


"I AMI on the whole patifiiod with the 


condition of the city find the measures 
taken bv the authorities io leo.-fn the 
danger from lire. There are still a few 
hydrants to put in, but they will be 
placed in position as soon as the water 
pipes have been extended. The city ia 
in u better condition thiin it waa a few 
months a#>. 


A few days ago T met two members of 


tbe fire committee, nnd had u talk with 
them concerning the building ordinance 
Submitted by the union. Nothing un- 
reasonable H required by this ordinance, 
and I believe u majority of the members 
of the Board of City Trustees are in 
fjivorof it. In most particulars U re- 
sembles the old onlinanct'. The two or 
three requirements not in the old one 
are such as should commend the new 
one to property owners. 
"It will nut affect the present build- 


ings, except that the property owners are 
expected to put in lire duors or shutteis 
where needed. This precaution would 
have saved several Imildrmts here that 
have become totnl losses. Tim j-reutest 
dillicully, however, is to induce prop- 
erty owners and tenants to keep their 
premises free from in flu mm able rubbish. 


"Though-1 observe a considerable im- 


provement in thid regard there are still 
a number of people who fail to comply 
ivitli the ordinance. The other day, for 
instance, 1 visit nil a large building in 
lliu business portion of the city where a 
lire, would endanger a great number uf 
lives, and in one room I found where 
tenants hail been dumping their ashes. 
Of course they claimed the ashes were 
cold, but it might easily happen other- 
wise. In other pluccs I found piles of 
paper which might be easily ignited by 
a cigarette or cigar thrown away by a 
careless person. 


"We are raising the rates slightly on 


some property and lowering them on 
other, tbe average will, however, be 
lower; As for the recent 50 per cent 
raisetthere will be a substantial reduction 
in it, 1 think. 1 can't tell what the re- 
duction will be; I will make my report 
to the executive committee, which will 
take the proper action." 


Voliremiin Chirk Wood has been en- 


gaged the past week in serving property 
owners and tenants with notice- to keep 
their premises free from rubbish, 
fio 


far they have complied with his request. 
If they fail to do so they will be notified 
a^a'm iiud if they still persist in ignoring 
thy law their arrest will follow.

ican Dignity. 


Justice Fairweather, wiio manipulates 


the judicial balances at Reedley, is a 
stickler for individual liberty in its 
broadest and most comprehensive sense.

with drunken dignity 


waived the justice away with "I'll have 
you understand, sir, that I'm a free 
born American citizen, and that I don't 
want those ten days and I'll not take 
them either I" 


This leaves Judge Fairweather with 


ten unclaimed days on hand unless be 
holds that they are a part and parcel of 
the effects of the American citizen.

on account of the fact that he is "identi- 
fied with the commission packing busi- 
ness, which is ronpidered so ininricable 
to the growers interest as to be irrecon- 
cilable.* His presence on the board of 
direction is a source of distrust, and 
however groundless that distrust may 
be, the cause of it should have been re- 
moved. There is too much at stake in 
this matter to allow any man or set of 
men to scotch the wheels of success. No 
mar.ter how groundless this prejudice 
may seem, it nevertheless exists and 
must be respected and other men sub- 
stituted or failure follows, certain and 
inevitable. 


It may as well be recognized at 


the start that the fruit growers are in 110 
mood to be cajoled or to have their 
wishes ignored. Their experiences the 
past three years have been such as to 
lead them to distrust not only the com 
mission packers, bat aim all those who 
have been allied with them or evtjn un- 
der suspicion of .being so clandestinely, 
and, therefore, they will be slow to en 
trust their property and fortune to men 
in whom they do not have implicit con- 
fideuce. 


I have within the past two days heard 


raisin and fruit growers express their 
want of coiifidenci; in at least three of 
the eleven directors in terms sufficiently 
positive to lead me to conclude that 
•while they are on the board these grow- 
ers will not entrust their business with 
them, nor subscribe for stock in the as- 
sociation. Their objections in every in- 
stance were based on the close relations 
of thege directorc with the commission 
packers in one way or another. 


Kow for myself, I am satisfied that at 


least in one instance there is little 
ground for any widespread objection, 
but since this feeling exists there ia no 
use at this time to try and stem it. It 
would be a (rise move on the part of the 
directors to test the pulse of the growers 
at their school bouse meetings, leant 
their wishes, and then remodel this 
board of directors so as to secure an 
ardent, enthusiastic, whole souled sup- 
port and following. We must have suc- 
cesa, and all that stands in the way oi 
it must be remorselessly lopped off. No 
man or get of men must be for a mo- 
ment permitted to obstruct this move- 
ment, which must he based on the abso- 
lute confidence of the growers. With 
that confidence we can secure control 
•with control success, and success in this 
instance meang the salvation of this 
great industry.

Evans lias been placed at. the foot of 


the stairs leading to the hospital and 
dispensary of the Folsom prison, to pre- 
vent any convict from ascending to these 
departments unless authorized by one of 
the prison oflicers. Owing to "his re- 
puted "fearless" disposition, the officers 
believe him to be eminently tilted for 
this position. 


Evana is said to be suffering a good 


deal of pain in big injured eye, which 
waters considerably. The stump of his 
left arm is also giving him trouble. It 
does not seem to nave occurred to the 
warden, however, that the bandit may 
be playing the same trick he did here. 


Kd Morrell, who ia in jail here await- 


ing trial, is still as uncommunicative as 
ever.

We venture the assertion that there 


is not a criminal confined in tbe state of 
California who cannot, with intelligent 
and properly directed outside assist- 
ance, eccape" from prison. They have 
done so from the best jnila in tint state. 
They have done so unaided from tbe 
state prison, and yet no one heard such 
unearthly howling against these other 
sheriffs or tbe warden of the^ state 
prison as has gone up against Sheriff 
Scott. We think it is time there was a 
halt called in this matter. 


There is no politics in this paper, 


while there may be a good deal of in tbe 
editor. We'don't know Sheriff Scott, 
and he doesn't know us. We didn't 
vote for him. We're under no obliga- 
tions to him, nor he to us. We don't, 
know bis deputies. But we are a stickler 
for fair play, and we do Know that no 
sheriff of California ever has done, nor 
no set of living men could do more than 
Sheriff Scott and his mt'u have doue to 
recapture Evans. They have trailed, 
regardless of expense, comfort or danger, 
with their lives in tbeir hands, through 
storma and snows, within their own 
county and out of it, and at every step, 
from the nature of the, country, and 
from the bandit's threats, they could 
reasonably espect to be shot down. 
Xight and day they have relentlessly 
pursued him. J f Sheriff Scott made any 
mistake he has deeply atoned for it and 
fully redeemed himself and proved him- 
self worthy of the position he holds 


And now that Evans has been retaken 


or surrendered, whether it is accorded 
him or not, Sheriff Scott and his ;force 
arc the men who deserve the credit for 
the capture. While lie was not there to 
pick tbe game up, he and his force were 
tbe ones who ran them from their cover 
and put them in tbe condition which 
forced them to makeup tbeir minds to 
surrender. Tbe credit belongs to Scott 
and his deputies, and every fair minded 
man will accord it to them.

brought suit for restoration of the mules, 
or their value, and for damages.

returned, and for$loOOdamages, besides 
costs, amounting to $200. W. Ii. Larew 
appeared as attorney for plaintiff with 
F. H.. Short of counsel, and R. L. liar- 
prove for the defendant with George L. 
War-low of counsel.

Necessity of Explaining it to Some 


Growers. 


EurroR HF.ITULICAN :— Xow that tho 


great fruit and raisin growers' conven- 
tion has been held, it will be necessary 
for tbe several delegation? to call meet- 
ings in their respective districts to re- 
port to their constituencies tbe result of 
their labors. It is therefore very im- 
portant that their reports should be 
made as nearly correct as possible. They 
should urge upon tbe growers the neces- 
sity of immediately subscribing to the 
capital stock of the association, so that 
it may be incorporated as soon as possi- 
ble and tbe board of directors got to 
work, as there is a greatdeal of business 
(or them to transact before the fruit sea- 
son commences. 


Ho doubt there will be some growers 


opposed to this great movement, and • 
will not join with their fellow growers, 
simply because they do not understand 
the question thoroughly, and when the 
meetings are held iu the several dis- 
tricts the delegates will have all they 
can do to present the matter squarely 
before the growers. They will have to 
ba prepared to answer all sorts of ques- 
tions. Many of the delegates no doubt 
are thoroughlj' competent to answer all 
questions that may arise, but it is possi- 
ble that others, who may thoroughly 
understand all that was discussed in the 
convention, may yet be unable to pre- 
sent the matter before the growers as it 
ought to be presented. 


1 believe it would be a good idea if 


some of tbe lawyers and public speakers 
of Fresno would post themselves thor- 
oughly on tbe subject, and volunteer 
their services and speak at the meetings 
in the several districts, and assist in ed- 
ucating thy growers up to the necessity 
o immediate co-operation. Prof. SI. V. 
Rork will lecture in Easton school 
louse, AVashington colony, on Saturday 
evening, March 3d; he will speak on 
the raisin question, co-operation, and 
the cause and cure of hard times. Ev- 
ery fruit and raisin grower ought to 
hear him, as he is a very interesting 
speaker. 


1 believe the plans presented to the 


convention bv the committee appointed 
for that 
purpose, and unanimously 


adopted hy the convention, are as nearly 
perfect as it is possible to reach at this 
stage of the proceedings. Any defects 
that are at present unseen can be reme- 
died at the proper time. It is like an 
engine newly taken out of tbe machine 
shop, which may be as nearly perfect as 
it is possible f^r tbe mechanics to make 
it, and yet it will never attain to perfec- 
tion till it is run long enough for the 
several parts to get smoothed down to a 
proper bearing.
